be study of reclamation methods on small 
Sel€cted arcas. Sit Wa. Willcocks’ advorxtos 
xmall.basin reservoirs in the Delta, and there is 
no earthly reason why he should not be allow- 
ed to make the experiment. Other people 
wlvocate the use of drainage water for reclama- 
tion purposes, and are prepared to back their 
opinion by costly experiment. Artesian water 
may yet be fuuund in Eyypt, and - every en- 
couragement should be yiven to those who will 
undertake such an expensive risk as boring to 
yreat depths. ‘here are a million anda half 
feddans of waste land in Egypt, and Govern- 
ment have a sacred trust in seaing that it 
does not fall into the bands of capitalists for | 
the mereasking. That trust is equally abused 
if the talent is tied up in a napkin. It is 
pusillanimous to stop all advance in reclama- 
tion because theorists question formule for 
calculating masonry dams, and it is weak to 
say if Government grant avyone land for ex- 
periment others will expect the same treatment. 
It is in the interests of Egypt that in anti- 
cipation of further summer supplies of Nile 
water, full experiment should meantime be 
allowed of rival reclamation systems. Then 
Government will have some data to go on 
when the time comes to deal with the waste 
State lands. A Government so desirous to 
protect the public should see that land is 
neither given away, nor sold at prices disas- 
trous to the investor. A great deal of the . 
outcry about scanty summer water would 
cease if the wholé of Lower Egypt were not 
now being put under summer crop. Restr.c- 
tion of rice cultivation, and a permanent decree 
forbidding the sowing of maize till July 20, 
would instantly result in the present summer 
supply being ample. Gross abuses have crept 
into the use of sammer. watar and chould be 
peremptorily checked. It is a solation of the 
present difficulty which we submit to Govern- 
ment as an alternative course preferable to 
stopping all agricultaral development in Ezypt.

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TRAGEDY AT ALEXANDRIA. 


A young Englishwoman, of the name of Dora 

recently employed’ as a governess in 

an English family resident at Ramleh, con- 

mitted suicide on Saturday at “ Ipswich ” 

(formerly -known as Johnson House), Alex- 
andria. 

The story of the suicide is a éad one. Miss 
Blake fell ill a few years ago in South Africa 
and was treated with cocaine injections. The 
drag healed -her, but left far worse conse- 
quences than any which the malady it cured 
could have done. Cocaine appears to have 
entirely mastered her, and she became a 
helpless victim to the habit. It is evident 
that while under the influence of the effects 
of the drug she decided to make away with 
herself, aud made an injection strong enough 
to kill six men. 

The inquest and faneral took place yesterday. 


THE NEW HOSPITAL IN OLD CAIRO. 


An interesting service took place on Friday 
afternoon, 17thinst., when the foundation-stone 
of the “Ethel Pain Memorial Hospital” was laid 
in the Church Missionary Society’s compound 
at Old Cairo, About 150 people were present, 
and, after partaking of tea in the garden, as- 
sembled at the spot chosen, at the south-west 
corner of the new building. The Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop in Jerusalem and the East was present, 
and, after robing, was ‘preceded to the site by 
his chaplain, the Rev. N. Odeb, Archdeacon 
Potter of Cyprus, Dean Butcher, and the(0.M.S. 
clergy. ‘The Bishop conducted the service 
according toa form which had been specially 
prepared for the occasion, and several of the 
other clergy took part. 

The actual ceremony of laying the stone was 
performed by Nir Algernon Coote, Bart. 
(President of the Hibernian C.M.8.), who used 
in the process a handsome silver and ebony 
mallet and trowel which had been presented to 
him by the architect, Mr. A.H)Skynder, M.S, 
I.C.F. In a short speech Sir Algemoon express- 
ed his pleasure at having asked to lay 
this stone, and his interest, as an Itiahman, in 
finding that the ceremony was to take place 
on St. Patrick’s Day. He then described the 
lack of room in the present hospital, the large 
number of patients, both paying and free, who 
are treated in it every year, and the circum- 
stances which led to the building of the new 
memorial wards. Less than two years after her 
first arrival in Egypt Mrs. Pain had passed 
away, having Jaid down her life in the work. 
Her husband, Dr. Maynard Pain, who had been 
in charge of the Prince Alfred Hospital in 
Sydney until he joined the O.M.S., is stills 
member of the society’s staff in Old Cairo, and 
it was from his friends in Australia and New 
Zealand that subscriptions amounting to £2,800 
had been received. No grant has been asked 
for from the U.M.8. in London, but about 
£460 has been sent in donations from England, 
£127 by residents in Egypt and visitors at the 
hotels, while the members of the mission have 
shown their own belief in the value of the work 
by contributing £76. The money already sub- 
scribed is sufficient for ail the building contem- 
plated. 

The hospital, when finished, will contain 
beds for about 35 women and children, and 
the present hospital will then be reserved for 
men only. There will also be an operating 
theatre with all the latest improvements, to- 
wards which the sterilising appatatus and an 
operating table have been already contributed. 

Sir Algernon concluded by saying thata 
hospital of this sort was one of the best ways 
of letting our works testify to the value of the 
faith which will be proclaimed within its walls, 

Shortly before six o'clock the company dis- 
persed, and, in response toa sdRgestion made 
during Sir Algernon’s speech, contributed 
P.'I'.923 toa box placed for that purpose at 
the gate.
